The result justi- 
fies their caution—to date no 
word ever got around of any 
advance Commando operation. 


Mountbatten lives up to advance notices. He doesn’t let 
you down when you meet him. So many heroes.do. Mount- 
batten is tall, with pale-blue eyes and a wide mouth that 
smiles readily, but which car tighten into a thin, uncom- 
promising, straight line. Let’s consider the career of this 
amazing man for a moment. He figures more prominently 
each day. He will figure very prominently in any future 
offensive operations taken by the United Nations in the 
European theatre of war. In his lifetime he has become a} 
legend in the Royal Navy and among the people of Britain. 
And yet he started life with two strikes on him; he had 
practically all the cards stacked against him. He had too 
many rich relatives of royal blood.

Ottawa is protesting to Washington be- 
cause a United States magazine flagrantly 
violated the international publicity agree- 
ment by publishing full particulars about 
the great air base which Canada has built 
at Goose Bay, in Labrador; with photo- 
graphs which might be supposed to be in- 
tended for the guidance of enemy bombing 
raiders.

The sun beats down on these rows 
of barrack buildings, which are 
divided into spaces about 25 by 20 
feet, and in these spaces families 
have begun their lives anew, Many 
of them have made screens out of 
anything they could find available 
and these are used to create pri 
cacy 

Everything clean 
and it is quite evident that the 
community washing centres, both 
for people and clothes, are fre 
quently used. The community mess 
halls have nearly all been decor- 
ated with paper streamers, pape 
flowers and paintings. The food 
is adequate within the limits of 
rationing. We shared a meal that 
was served to the staff, minus 
meat, butter, sugar and coffee.

Men Born From 1902 to 1924 Must eee 
Compliance With Mobilization Regulations 
When Asking Permits to Seek Employment 


Y order of the Minister of Labour issued pur- 
suant to National Selective Service Civilian 
Regulations, (P.C. 246, January 19, 1943) an 
important change is now made in regard to the 
issue by Employment and Selective Service Offices, 
of permits to seek employment. 


After April 80, 1943, a permit to seek employment may be 
refused to any male person born in any of the years from 100% 
to 1924, inclusive, who has reached age 19, unless such person 
presents satisfactory evidence that he has not contravened the 
provisions of National Selective Service Mobilization Regula 
tions (that is, Military Call-up Regulations). Evidence required 
is to be in one of the following forms 

(a) A certificate of discharge from Hts Mojesty’s Forces 
after servwe during the present wor; or 

a rejection slip issued by the Army om applecation for 
enitstment; or 

« certificate of medical exomeation wssued by the 
Registrar of a Motnitaation Board; or 

a postponement order certificate weued by the Regu- 
trar of a Mobilization Board; or e 
am the case of a mule person born m any of the years 
from 1902 to 1916 inclumve, a statutory declaration 

on a form quailable m the employment office, that he 

w not a “single person” under Mobilisation Regulations

Documents referred to in (a), (b) and (e) above need be 
presented only the first time a permit is sought after April $0, 
1948, unless subsequently asked for by a Selective Service 
Officer. Documents referred to in (¢) and (d) above must be 
presented each time a permit is applied for. 


Two points under the new Regulations are to be specially 
noted: 


(1) Male persons applying for permite by mail should 
forward with thew cpplications the evidence required 
(except (€) above). 

(2) A Selective Service Officer MAY furnish a permit 
without first being handed evidence, where the appli- 
cant’s services are required for immediate employment, 
or where a permit is asked for by mail, but mm ihese 
cases the evidence must be presented to the Selective 
Bervice Officer later, usually WITHIN THREE DAYS 
of the issue of the permit. 


All men, born from 1902 to 1924, who have 


reached age 19, are urged to co-operate with 
Employment and Selective Service Officers in this 


matter.

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Refugees Are 
Discussed by 
Rotary Speaker 


“Refugees in Canada,” was the 
title of an address given at the 
Macdonald hotel on Thursday to 
members of me Rotary Club by 
Miss Constance Haywood, execu- 
tive secretary of the Canadian 
National Committee on Refugees. 
Her knowledge of refugees in 
Canada dated from 1938, she 
said, but flight from the persecu- 
tion of the Germans had been 
going on four years earlier, 
European refugees in Canada to- 
day, she continued, include peo- 
ple of all faiths. 

The Canadian National Commit 
tee on Refugees was begun and 
received the backing of church 
organizations. “We could not be 
true to democracy and not help 
those refugees,” said the speaker 
adding that there was an economic 
advantage in helping them, In 1938

she said, Canada looked like 
heaven to them, but the refugees 
thought it useless coming here if 
they had no money. 
COME ON MERITS 

“Every man comes here on his 
own merits,” said Miss Haywood, 


“noi because of the money 
Immigration regulations had to 

be changed; every case was inves- 

tigated. There was no need to 


worry about the bona fides of any 
refugee who came here, she added 
Miss Haywood told her listeners 


that many of the refugees had 
brought special knowledge or 
machinery with them Today 
many things are made here which 
were previously imported 

Among the things mentioned 


were flax and paprika processing 
plants, glove making, a European 
formula for curing pork; Czecho 
slovakians who carry on work In 
British Columbia forests. Many 
of their plants, continued the 
speaker, are making war sp- 
plies, precision instruments, One 
shoe manufacturer made his own 
shoe-making machinery About 
200 Polish engineers are in Can- 
ada, she added 


Canada lost many wonderful 
opportunities between 19 and 
1939 because of the immigration | 
laws, said the speaker, who told 
how Britain is reaping the benefit 
of the 50,000 to 60.000 refugees that 
were taken in before war broke 
out Refugees in Canada want to 
stay here, she declared.
